The total number of loan-holders is 479. 


The past year has been an uneventful one, and the Board 
has nothing of note to communicate to the Society. There 
has been a diminution in the number of visitors, as com- 
pared with the previous year, of 27,551. This is accounta- 
ble to the large number of visitors attracted to the city 
during the Bi-Centennial of the landing of Penn in October, 
18838; yet a comparison with the attendance of the year 
1881-1882 shows.a falling off of 18,112. 

The Board has to regret the loss during the past year of 
Dr. John L. LeConte, whose distinguished attainments had 
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gained him a permanent reputation among the scientific 
men of all countries.

GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present to you my 
report of the condition of the Garden during the year end- 
ing on the twenty-ninth of February, 1884.

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The additions to the collection for the past year are 
slightly in excess of the year preceding, especially in the 
humber of birds, which, being distributed in the new aviary 
and on the lake, present a decided and very handsome ex- 
hibit in this branch. 

A number of them being exhibited for the first time are 
deserving of mention. 

Early in March there was received by purchase a num- 
ber of pelicans, among which were specimens of the crested 
(P. crispus) and the white (P. onocrotalus), both from the 
Mediterranean, the latter being a bird of remarkable 
beauty. 

In April the society received from Hamburg a variety of 
snakes, chief among which were two two-lined pythons (P. 
bwittatus), and three West African pythons (P. sebx). These 
have improved materially since their arrival, and are now 
feeding freely and regularly. At the same time there was 
secured a fine Bengal tigress, which, with the male, pre- 
sents a pair of these interesting animals. 

There arrived in New York early in May six specimens 
of the sea elephant or elephant seal, which were immedi- 
ately purchased, being the only ones ever captured alive for 
exhibition purposes. They attracted universal attention, and 
afford a comparison with their close neighbors, the hair 
seals. 

Two greater vasa parrots were purchased at the same 
time. The dusky plumage of these birds affords a vivid 
contrast with their more brilliant feathered companions. 

A hooded seal, which was captured near South Amboy, 
New Jersey, was received in June, but from the rough 
handling it received in securing it, lived but a short time.., 

There was also acquired during this month a Tamandua 
ant-eater, a pair of cassowaries, and a specimen of the 
Peruvian thicknee. 

A sulphur-breasted toucan was purchased in July, which. 
affords a pleasing contrast with those already in the aviary, 
and the population of the prairie dog village was increased 
by the arrival of twenty-three direct from the plains. 
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A fine male chamois was purchased in September. 
Though by no means scarce, these animals, from the nature 
of their haunts, are caught with difficulty and are rarely seen 
in captivity, and visitors are frequently treated to an exhibi- 
tion of his grace and ability by his jumping to the sum- 
mit of the rock-work erected in his enclosure. 

Later in the season a Brazilian tree porcupine and six 
Demoiselle cranes were purchased, and an Amherst’s pheas- 
ant received in exchange. Through the kindness of a 
friend in Alma, New Mexico, a fine male grizzly bear was 
added to the collection, and six Henry’s mud-turtles, now 
very rare, and a Mexican bull snake were presented.

The loss by death is slightly below the average. 
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Very little has been done in the way of permanent im- 
provement during the past year. An iron squirrel cage . 
has been erected to take the place of the former wooden ~ 
structure. The skating house has been torn down, and the 
site covered by vulcanite paving. An addition has been 
made to the green house, by using the material from the 
skating house, the labor being done by the regular employés 
of the Garden. 

As heretofore, rigid economy has prevailed, and the ex- 
penditures for maintenance show a material reduction. 

The heating apparatus in the various buildings has been 
thoroughly overhauled, and new boilers put in where the 
old ones had been worn out by long service. A number of 
trees and shrubs have been planted, and the surface of the 
lawns improved and placed in good condition.
